BROOKLYN IIANOICAP TODAY. 

This afternoon the Brooklyn Handicap will be 
contested by the equine stars of the day. Al- 
ways a race of corainandin^ interest, it lacks 
nothing' this year in comparison with years 
gone. Such horses as Ethelbert. Jean Beraiid, 
Imp, Box, Batten, and others of today’s field 
arc fully as great in point of speed, endurance 
and ability to successfully carry high weights 
as the horses that contended for the honors of 
Brooklyn handicaps already a part of turf 
history. 

Eighteen horses are carded to go to the post 
this afternoon. Their names, weights and

“Perry Belmont's Ethelbert was sent the dis- 
tance in 2 ilfilri, covering the first mile in 1 lip's. 

“Harness ic Brossman’s famous black mare 
Imp worked the <listance in 2:1CS. 

“W. C. Whitney’s Jean Beraud worked a mile 
and a quarter well within himself in 2:11*2. 

“Lew Elmore's Strathconan covered the route 
in 2:12*'^ ami P. H. McCarren’s Survivor in 

“Over at Gravesend the horses were timed as 
follows: ('aptain Sam Brown's Batten worked 
in2:10L M. Murphy’s Rafaello was tried be- 
fore daylight and timed with lanterns. His 
time for the distance w’as 2K)9i. J. Carr's Wait 
Not worked the distance in 2:091, and W. Sho- 
walter's Box went the same distance, sulkily, 
in 2:18. 

“If the Brooklyn were this year as it u.sed to 
be. the first great race of the season, old Imp, 
w’ho has been the favorite in the winter books, 
would go to the post the choice on Saturday. 
Imp’s defeats at Washington and Aqueduct 
have turned her fickle admirers of last season 
away, and Ethelbert is the popular horse now. 

“He will go to the post a strong favorite, and 
he deserves the distinction. His success in the 
Metropolitan Handicap wa.s the best treat, pub- 
lic or private, that any Brooklyn Handicap can- 
didate has had this year. He beat many of the 
horses that he will have to meet on Saturday 
without the least effort in an honestly run race, 
and there is no reason to suppose that he can- 
not do it at the longer distance. He was run- 
ning away from his field at the finish in the 
Metropolitan, and if the di.stance had been a 
mile and a quarter his margin of victory would 
have been wider. 

“Ethelbert has not raced since he won the 
Metropolitan, but his failure to appear under 
silks has not l>e<.*n due to a falling away from 
the high standard of excellence he showed in 
the great Morris Park race. His dates were all 
in handicaps, and Walter S. Vosburg, the offi- 
cial weight adju.^ter of the Jockey Club, put 
more on his back than Perry Belmont cared to 
have him shoulder. Mr. Belmont was right. 
To have run Ethelbert under 140 pounds in short 
sprints at Morris Park would have imperiled 
liis whole career. 



“Ethelbert’s most formidable rival on public 
form is Rafaello. The Farandole colt was run 
away back at the finish of the Metropolitan, 
but twice since the opening day at Morris Park 
he has picked up 125 pounds and won over- 
night handicaps from pretty shifty performers, 
to whom he was making big concessions in 
weight. 

“Rafaello, like Banastar, the other great son 
of Farandole, is vastly better as a four-year-old 
than he was in his three-year-old season. He 
has broadened and thickened wonderfully and 
looks as well as Ethelbert himself. His action 
is perfect; he has a great turn of speed, and 
there is no horse herealx>ut that can be placed 
more easily. His sluggishness in the early part 
of his races will subject him to the danger of 
being bumped about on Saturday, but his in- 
domitable pluck and the speed that ho has 
always shown at the end of a race will offset 
this disadvantage. 

“The Brooklyn Handicap is generally a hard- 
run race from tlagfall to finish, and the leaders 
in the early part of it are generally pretty tired 
by the time they get to the upi>er turn. If 
Rafaello is anywhere near the leader at that 
stage, no matter who the leader may be, there 
will be trouble. It must not be fosgotten that 
he beat Ethelbert at a difference of ten pounds 
against the Eothen colt, in a mile race at Mor- 
ris Park last fall, by i>utting up a more 
I courageous finish. On Saturday Ethelbert will 
have to give him thirteen pounds and the extra 
(luarter is greatly in his favor. 

“Another horse that showe<l great form at 
Morris Park is The Kentuckian. The Pirate of 
Penzance colt picked up 106 pounds on May 14 
and stepped off the Withers mile in 1:391, 
equaling the track record established by Fili- 
grane in the running of the Metropolitan 
Handicap last year. The most impressive part 
of this performance was that he ran the last 
three furlongs of tliis race in :36i and the last 
furlong in :12 fiat, and seemed to have some- 
thing in reserve at that. 

“The Kentuckian has apparently returned to 
his best 2-year-old form. Mr. Simms believes 
his chances of success on Saturday to be very 
good. He has not raced since this victory, 
which, by the way, was over Approval and Wait 
Not. also Brooklyn eligibles, but he is in fine 
fettle. 

Approval is in good shape himself. His best 
public trial for the Brooklyn was a mile in 
1 ;411. on the second day of the Westchester 
meeting. 

“Wait Not's good races were run at Aque<luct. 
He took up 118 and 126 pounds and beat good 
fields at one mile and seventy yards during the 
Queens County Jockey Club’s spring session. 

In spite of these good races, the shrewdest 
judges do not believe that either Wait Not or 
Approval has much of a chance in the Brooklyn. 
They seem to lack the class that crack handicap 
horses ought to possess. 

“Box has run three times this season. He 
won the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct, took 
place money in the Metropolitan before Imp, 
and was beaten by Lothario and Charentus on 
May 8. This defeat should not be held against 
the colt. He hatl just come out of a hard race, 
and was asked to make a concession of tweuty- 
' six pounds to Lothario, and twelve to Charen- 
tus. He has had time to freshen up since that 
defeat, and get back into condition. Under an 
impost of 118 pounds, he will be a dangerous 
horse on Saturday. 

“Lothario will not do. He covered a mUe in 
1 :40i when he beat Box and Charentus, but it 
was the first creditable race that he had run for 
many months and he is not a repeater. 

“The doughtiest opponents that" Ethelbert, 
Rafaello, The Kentuckian and Box will have on 
Saturday will come from the ranks of the, us 



yet, publicly untried horses. Four of these will 
be dangerous, if their recent private trials are 
worth anything. They are Batten, Kinley Mack, 
Jean Beraud and Admiration. 

“Batten’s chances look the poorest just now. 
Not that the colt lacks class or that his weight 
is too great. The difficulty is that Batton will 
not have been east a full week when the Brook- 
lyn Handicap is run and will not have had time 
to recover from the ill effects incident to his 
long trip on the cars or to become accustomed 
to the change of climate and water. 

“Kinley Mack, Admiration and Jean Beraud 
wintered at Louisville, but they came east be- 
fore the Morris ^Park meeting began and are 
thoroughly acclimated. They have been work 
ing at Sheepshead Bay under the direction of 
the veteran Mississippi turfman, Peter Wim- 
mer, and have done wonders. 

“Jean Beraud must be at his best or William 
C. Whitney would not be so anxious to match 
him with Ethelbert. The Brooklyn Handicap, 
however, will be a fair test of the relative merits 
of Ethelbert and Jean Beraud as race horses, 
and perhaps one side or the other will not want 
a match after the Brooklyn is over. 

START KK RROWN REINSTATED. 

“('urley’’ Brown, w’lio was ruled off the turf 
at the Newport track last fall, was reinstated 
Thurstlay by the App«*als Committee of the 
American Turf Congress. An official anmmnce- 
ment to that effect was promulgated by Secretary 
Hopper. The Appeals Committee con- 
sists of Colonel E. F. Clay, of Lexington: 
Judge George G. Perkins, of Covington, and 
Mr. George J. Long, of Louisville. There are 
no more reputable gentlemen— men of higher 
social and business standing in the commu- 
nities in which they live— than the trio 
named, and it cannot even be imagined 
that they or any one of them has been un- 
duly influenced by friends of the ex-starter 
in the action which they have taken in the 
matter. The fact that he was reinstated 
must be taken :is evidence that the Appeals 
Committee considered that he had been suf- 
ficiently punished for the offence which got 
him into trouble. The committee did not 
act hastily in the matter. On the contrary, 
they considered the case very fully and 
carefully. They reviewed all the evidence 
that was brought before the directors of 
the Queen City Jockey Club, on which the 
ex-starter was ruled off, and also that which 
was offered when the matter was up before the 
legal authorities of Campbell county, and after 
considering it all they concluded that Brown 
had been sufficiently punished, the light sen- 
tence that ha<l been imposed by the court hav- 
ing no little weight in influencing them in this 
decision. Accordingly, they reinstated him. 
Their action removes all the disabilities against 
the ex-starter, ami he is once more eligible not 
only to visit any track under Turf Congress or 
Jockey Club regulations, but also to race 
horses in his own name over any of them. 
“Curley,” by bis excellent work when starter at 
Newport, and by honest methods in his racing, 
made many friends around Cincinnati, and his 
restoration to goo<l standing on the turf will be 
received with much pleasure by them. He will 
not race his horses in the west. In fact, he left 
the city last night for Sheepshead Bay, and the 
horses of his string, which are now at Louis- 
ville, will be sent on there in the next few days. 

Wedderstraud, the stable jockey, who is now 
riding at Newport under the direction of J. J. 
McCa fferty , will remain here until Monday night 
to fill engagements at Latonia on the opening 
day of the meeting at the Kenton County track, 
when he will go east to ^>in his stable.— Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. 



LAKESIDE RACING. 

If the old saying, “before the storm comes the 
calm,” stiU holds good, there certainly shouJc! 
be a big crowd at Lakeside this aftemcmn aafl 
the racing should be of the rousing kind. Yes- 
terday no one but the regulars were on hand, 
the racing was tame, and, everjdhing consid- 
ered, it was one of the quietest days in the his- 
tory of the Lakeside track. 

There was one form reversal to break the 
monoUmy, and Jockey Miller, seeing how quiet 
things were on all sides, took a nap while rifl- 
ing Battus, the even money favorite in the flft.h 
race, allowing Benson Caldwell to steal a race 
from him. For his carelessness Master Miller 
was fined .$100, as he fully deserved to be. 

Admetus, fnmi “Bishop” Poole’s stable fur- 
nished the shook to form players. In the same 
race that Admetus turned his form somersault 
Owensboro went from good to bad. The last 
time Admetus started he finished far back in a 
race at a mile and a <iuarter which Owensboro 
won running away, but yesterday going a quar- 
ter of a mile further it was vice versa, Admetu^ 
winning with ease while Owensboro finished ic 
the ruck 

Jim Sellers said he felt lucky before the fifth 
race and intended to tap himself on his colt 
Benson Caldwell. He did, getting 4 to 1 for his 
money and won for himself a lucky bet. 

A few days ago the same colt scratched out a 
victory in the Whiting Stakes and that should 
be enough luck for one colt in a week. But the 
Goddess of fortune seems to be with Berison 
Caldwell, and with sure defeat staring bin- in 
face Miller on Battus took his little nap and in 
the very last stride Benson Caldw’ell poked his 
nose in front. 

Battus had been heavily backe<I, and to those 
that did not see the finish but instead rushed 
into the ring to cash their Battus tickets, it 
seemed that he won off by himself, consequently 
when caller Sweeney announced the official 
result, with Benson Caldwell first, there was 
almost a panic in the ring, and had Miller pu: 
in his appearance on the scene it would he liurrl 
telling what wtmld have happened to him. 

Starter Dwyer had bad luck in getting tfio 
field away in the first and third events, and in 
each instance there was a delay of twenty- four 
minutes, but Dwyer is persistent and before he 
would send a field of horses away strung out he 
would keep them at the post all day. This may 
be a goo<l system, but it certainly istr>i*:gott 
one that is watching the races. 

It is to be noted that in the two races v/here 
the delays were that the horses that cause^l the 
trouble and waste of time eventually w<>n tlie 
purse. Cinera was the offender iu>the first race 
and after getting away in the center the 
bunch won easily. 

Madam Gerst broke up several good starts |by 
refusing to leave the post in the third, but when 
the word was finally given, the Madam was ju 
front flying and after leading all the way, won 
with a bit to spare. 

Major Mansir, at the false price of 6 to 1., om- 
gamed and beat the even money favorite Wax 
by three-c^uarters of a length for theseoebo 
race. While leaving the post in this event 
Prince Plenty ^ot his legs crossed and took an 
ugly fall, rolling over Jockey Narvaez. This 
occurreti directly in front of the stund and gave 
the crowd quite a shock, but neither the horse 
nor jockey was hurt, and the shock was short 
lived. 

Enuomia, driven to the limit, beat Orion a 
head for the sixth race, with Domsie thirn. 
But as the race was run Tillie W., who ftnisbed 
fourth, should have won. 

Jockey Jones was fined $10 for impudenco by 
Starter Dwyer.
